Amid a biare of trumpets, a tramp 
of regiments, a flattering of counticss 
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decorated 

bunting was displayed from residences 
flats, stores and factories. From_the 
tiny flag that fluttered from an East 


patriot 
symbol of respect for the Nation’s dead 
hero. Some structures, like the Herald 
building, were literally covered with 
bunting in festoons, streamers and 
. much rolling of drams and curveui 
Visitors began thronging the streets Major General Granville M. 
several days before the celebration. 
Then came the regiments of soldiers, 
until eve-y hotel in town was taxed to 
its utmost capacity, and the crowds on 
the streets were most peculiar ones, 
made up of the thousands of visitors, 
and a generous sprinkling of military. 
The soldiers seemed to be everywhere 
and excited much curiosity. It is es- 
timated by the Board of Trade that 
there were upwards of a million visi- 
tors iu town Wednesday, and that t 
brought considerably more than a mi 
lion dollars worth of trade tothe city. 
The weather, Tuesday morning 
held forth much promise. Not a cloud 
flecked the clear blue sky aud the air 
was cooland braciog. But not long 
after sunrise the wind began blowing 
up from the North and by ten o’clock 
it bad assumed the proportion of a gale. 
All day it biew with hurricane force 
and big fleecy clouds scurried across 
the sky. Along Riverside Drive, the 
wind found tous of dust, which it sav- 
agely picked up and hurled in huge 
clouds against the defenseless crowds, 
| What with the roar of the gale, with 
| its sifting dust,anud the wintry chill it 
| had, the, day, as far as the elements 
| were concerned, was anything but 
| agreeable. 
| An extraordinarily beautiful picture 
| was presented at Riverside Park. At 
| the extreme end of the Park, stood the 
| great white monument, and all the way 


60,000. The 
entire parade moved off like clock-work. 
A complete description of the parade 
would necessitate columns of space. 
The main divisions were as follows: At 
the head was a platoon of mounted 

ice and the famous Governor's 
land Band. Then came Major Gen- 
eral Dodge, the Grand Marshal. A 
group of special aids followed close 
upou the heels of the general's horse, 
ith Gen. Dodge’s staff rode the Nez | 
Perce’s Indian chief, Joseph, clad in 
all his togs of war, and notwithstanding 
the curivas crowds who eyed and 
cheered him, having that peculiarly 
blank and impassive expressiou that is | 
the Indian’s characteristic. | 
Then followed the Uusted States | 
forces, marching with wonderful pre- 
cision. In their gray uniforms came | 
the West Point Cadets eliciting ‘many | 
cheers. After them came several corps 
of engineers and several: regiments of 
cavalrymen, with the Jamous Marine 
Band of Washington playing behind 
them. Three battalions of marines 
and five battalions of blue jackets from 
Admiral Bunce’s ships formed an in- 
teresting division at this poin:. Gov. 
Black came next surrounded by his 
staff in all the glory of gold lace, aad 
accompanied by the First Brigade, con- 
taining the Seventh Regiment and the 
National Guard, and the Second Bri- 
gade, containing the Thirteenth Regi- 
ment, Troop C, horsemen, Veterans 
of the Old Guard, and Naval Reserves. 
Additional cheers here announced the 
coming of the Governors. Each was 
followed by a body of the finest sol- 
diers’ organization from his state. 
First came Gov. Hastings of Pennsyl- 
vania, then Gov. Griggs of New Jersey, 
Gov. Cooke of Connecticut, Gov. Wol- 
cott of Massachusett, (accompanied by 
the Ancient and Honorab‘e Artillery 
and the National Lancers), Gov. 
O'Farrell of Virginia, Gov. Grout of 
Vermont, Gov. Bushnell of Ohio, Gov. 
Tanner of Illinois, Gov. Ramsedell of 
New Hampshire, Gov. Lippitt of Rhode 
Island, Gov. Powers of Maine, Gov. 
Bradley of Kentucky, and Gov. Atkin- 
son of West Virginia. Following the 
Governors and their troops came the 
National Guard of the District of 
Columbia, the Corcoran Cadets, the 
Washington Lights, Cadets of the 
American Guard of Public and Private 
Schools and Academies, a company of | 
Chinese students, the Veterans of the 
Land and Sea Forces, headed by Major 
General O. O. Howard, the Confederate 
Veterans, Sons of Confederate Vet- 
erans, Veteran Firemen, and a huu- 
dred or so smaller organizations. The 
last of the parade left Madison Square 
at about 3 P.m., but other divisions fell 
in from up-town stfeets. It took 
exactly six hours and fifteen minutes 
fue parade to pass the point of dis-

About. four o’clock in the afternoon 
the President and his escort. boarded 
the Dolphin at the toot of One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth Street; and reviewed 


a great Naval parade ‘which’ was: 
' as 


}enormous and continuous banks of 
| seats closely filed with dense throngs. 
On either side of the drive stretched 
solid walls of humanity. Beneath the 
Park in sharp contrast with the blue 
waters Of the Hudson, Jay at anchor 
the stately warships, every yard and 
| balyard trimmed with flapping flags of 
all colors aud nations. Now and then a 
puff of white smoke would burst from 
their sides and the deep reverberating 
boom of a salute would toll across the 
water. The ships were anchored in 
double file, their prows pointed up 
etream. Among them were the repre- 
sentatives of seven foreign naval pow- 
ers, but more striking than any of the 
foreign ships were the shining white 
bulls of the White Squadron. The 
American war ships headed the line. 
Foremost stood the ponderous New 
York. Behind her, lay the Indiana, 
Columbia, Maine, Texas, Raleigh, Am- 
phitrite, and Terror. Of the foreign 
war-ships, the English Talbot was 
given the place of bovor. HKehind her 
were the French corvette, Fulton; the 
Spanish ships IJnfanta Isabella and 
Moria Teresu, and the Italian cruiser, 
Dogali. Winding up the rear of the 
naval column were the revenue cutters, 
light house tenders and the four di- 
visions of the merchant marine parade, 
all ablaze with color. 

Shortly before eleven o'clock spec- 
tators along the upper portion of Riv- 
erside Drive heard a cheer down the 
line, and in a moment, escorted by a 
guard resplendant in gold lace, the 
President’s carrriage came rumbling 
along at a brisk rate.

As the season for transplanting as 
well as for praning will soon be here 
efforts should be made to do the work 
carefully, that close pruning may not 
be called for. Do not cut below the liv- 
ing foliage, and keep this in mind 
whether it be acase of transplanting 
or the pruning of a specimen or a hedge. 


Revolution In Tree Planting. 

The appearance of Stringfellow’s 
unique book, under the title of ‘The 
New Horticulture,’’ calls attention 
again to the new, methods advocated by 
this southern writer. These methods up 
to date have received most attention at 
the south, where they have also met in 
some cases, at least, with decided suc- 
cess. 

Briefly stated, the new method urged 
is that when 1 to 2 year old trees are 
planted the roots be cut back to stubs 
about an inch long and the trunk 
pruned toa branchless whip from 1 to 8 
feet high. It is maintained that by this 
means new roots grow strong and deep, 
almost directly downward, thus avoid- 
ing the drought that often affects the 
surface roots of young trees planted in 
the ordinary method. Successful experi- 
ments are cited in support of this meth- 
od, and especially a peach orchard of 
100,000 trees planted in Georgia in this 
way. It is directed that the roots be cut 
cleanly in a horizontal plane, a hole 2 
inches in diameter dibbled in well 
worked soil, the tree inserted and the 
earth tramped close around it. The 
writer suggests that the experiment sta- 
tions take up the subject and experi- 
ment with different trees and lengths of 
roots and trunks.

Grasses In Prairie Sections. 

In prairie sections, and more especial- 
ly where the summer rainfall is defi- 
cient, the most suitable places for per- 
manent pastures of a mixed character 
are the sloughs and valleys. Blue grass 
and white clover make these on the 
higher lands where a variety will not 
grow so well, Our permanent pastures 
in the Mississippi valley and westward 
toward the Rockies should embrace on- 
ly a few varieties, and they should be 
made in the lower and mbister lands. 
They may oftentimes include alsike 
and white clover, timothy, redtop and 
blue grass. In some instances orchard 
grass may profitably be added and in 
others medium red clover, which, how- 
ever, is soon likely to disappear, since 
it is short lived.

The thirty-eighth annual meeting of 
the Andover.conference was held at the 
Riverside chnreh »Tuesday afternoon 
and evening. ‘The disagreeable weather 
had no apparent effect upon the attend- 
ance, for, Me church was completely 
filled with legates and representa- 
tives of a Jarge number af Congrega- 
tional bodies. tiws : 

Early in the meeting Dea. O. A. Mer-

An early acdjourn- 
ment showeu a disposition to refuse to 
pass upon the qnestion, apparently on 
the ground of nou jurisdi: tion. ‘ 

At 3.30 Rev H. E. Oxnard, pastor of 
the church, called the conference to or- 
der and spoke a few words of welcome. 
He said that the last time a conference 
had been held with the Riverside church 
was thirteen years ago, when Rev. Mr, 
Wolcott was the pastor, 

Hon. N.'P. Frye was nominated and 
elected moderator.

For the committee on program, Rev. 
W. E. Wolcott reported two minor 
changes from the printed order, 

‘The secretary ‘of the conference, Dr. 
A. W. Burnham, of Lowell, then read 
the report of the last session which was 
held with the Hillside church of Dracut. 
At that meeting there was considerable 
discussion over the admission of dele-

The next matter to engage the atten- 
tion of the conference was the report of 
the statistical secretary, Rev. E. W. 
Pride of Andover. It had ‘been ex- 
pected that there would be considerable 


discussion over this report owing to the. 


Papen, of the membership of the 
Lowell First Congregational church. 
Each church was recorded as having 
the same membership and this made 
the total about 600 too much as stated 
in’ a footnote in Mr. Pride’s printed re- 

rt. . 

Prev. F, R. Shipman of Andover moved 
that the report be accepted but Rev. H. 
E. Karnes of North Andover amended 
that the report be referred to a com- 
mittee of three. It was sv voted. 

‘Fhis ended the discussion of the 
report for the time being and 
Rev. Willis D. Leland of Low- 
ell spoke on “The work of the 
ehurches.”” He said the year 1896 had 
not been as prosperous as many others, 


but the churches had much for 
which to be thankful, Nearly 
400 families have been added to 


the conference. ‘The amount of money 
raised was $121,079, $17,000 less than 
the year before. ‘There have been made 
many improvements in church build- 
ings and one, the South Congregational 
of this city, has an entirely new build- 
ing. The benevolent contributions have 
decreased $5000, There has been a sim- 
ilar decrease generally, and unless 
things turn the board of foreign mis- 
sions will have a doubtful future, In 
concluding, Mr. Leland spoke of each 
church inthe conference and its pro- 
gress in religious work for the past 
year. 

Tho moderator announced the commit- 
tee to consider the report of the statisti- 
cal secretary as: Rev. J. M. Greene, D.D., 
of Lowell, D. W. Carney of North Ando- 
ver and Rev. Selali Merrill, D. D. of An- 
dover, Rev, C. F. P. Bancroft of Ando- 
ver, Rev. Dr. Barnes 6f North Andover, 
and J.C. White of Lawrence, were an- 
nounced as the committee on business. 

Charles 8S. Murphy of Lowell, who had 
been refused recognition by the chair 
after Rev. Mr. Leland had been intro- 
duced, moved that the committee to con- 
sider the report of the statistical secre- 
tary, hear both sides and report at the 
next conference.
